Stopping in Center of Road 


A M i n n e s o t a Highway Commission bulletin calls attention 
to the dangerous practice of some people who persist in stopping 
in the center of a highway. 
Driving in the center is objectionable 
enough, but parking there is the height of foolishness. 
The bul­ 
letin states: 
The state traffic law provides that no person shall park or 
leave standing any vehicle, whether attended or unattended, upon 
the paved or main traveled portion of any highway outside of a 
municipality, when it is practicable to park outside the paved or 
main traveled portion of the highway. It further provides that in 
no case shall a vehicle be left standing on a highway unless there 
is a clear width of at least fifteen feet for the free passage of 
other vehicles, nor unless a clear view of said vehicle may be ob­ 
tained from a distance of 200 feet in each direction. 
This law is frequently violated, according to reports made by 
the new state traffic patrolmen, many drivers stopping in the mid 
die of the road to fix tires, leaving the car there while making 
purchases at roadside stands, or going on other errands. 
This 
practice is extremely dangerous. 
The patrolmen have warned 
many drivers but they reach only a portion of the offenders. Every 
time a driver violates this rule he runs the risk of a serious acci­ 
dent. 
Another dangerous practice is stopping to look at cars which 
have been in accidents. 
If you are first on the scene, and can be 
of any help, stop by all means, but pull your car to the side of the 
road. 
If the injured have been taken care of, keep moving. 
A 
congestion of cars at the scene of an accident very often leads to 
more accidents and helps no one.

Protecting Railway Crossings 


O f f i c i a l s of the Northern Pacific railway and members of 
the city council are to be commended for taking up the matter of 
greater protection at railway crossings after (> p. rn. and until 
8 a. rn. 
These are the hours when the watchmen on three busy 
crossings are withdrawn. 
Much of the heaviest vehicle traffic in Brainerd occurs after 
6 p. rn. 
In the summertime the evenings see a large increase in 
motor travel. 
People drive down town, they go to the theater, 
tourists and other lake dwellers drive to town. 
People are used to seeing flagmen at busy crossings to give 
them the signal to drive ahead or to stop. 
When no flagman is 
seen after 6 p. rn. many a tourist believes no signal means, “Come 
ahead.” 
The suggestion has been made that placing floodlights at our 
main crossings will aid traffic to gain a clear view of the tracks 
and thus protect itself. 
Such lights are now maintained at the 
Fourth street railway crossing. 
Conditions are to be studied further and recommendations 
will be made to the council by the railway company. 
In the mean­ 
time, too, the council members will examine into conditions and ar­ 
rive at their own conclusions.

The Mergers, Where Will They Lead Us? 


The growing tendency in business toward consolidation with 
gigantic corporations has brought the suggestion that modern 
business may be moving towards a feudal system of its own, says 
a financial writer. 
All manner of business, industries, stores, commercial and 
even professional enterprises are joining the movement to gain 
security under the broad and protecting arm of gigantic super­ 
houses. 
The independent units are dwindling in number every year. 
They find it difficult, says this writer, to meet the competition of 
centrally administered organizations which can operate on small 
profit margins. 
Electricians, plumbers, even shoe repairmen and skilled work­ 
ers of all kinds have come under the same influence. 
Instead of in­ 
dividuals operating their shops on a personal basis they have be­ 
come employes of corporate organizations. 
The professions of law, medicine, dentistry, science and en­ 
gineering have not escaped. 
Thousands of graduates are finding 
that they must hitch their wagons to some central organizat ion to 
make a living. 
If this keeps on, we shall soon be a large body of hired men 
and the directing strings will ultimately be extended to New York, 
Chicago and other large financial centers.

Modernization Pays Dividends In Comfort 


It goes without saying that a city 
or town is judged largely by the ap­ 
pearance of its homes. 
The stranger 
who drives through the .streets passes 
summary judgment on the town based 
almost entirely on what he sees. 
The 
town is good or, bad, depending 
on 
whether the residences are modern or 
antiquated in appearance. 
That is just one aspect of the prob­ 
lem of modernization that is engag­ 
ing the attention of the public at the 
present time. 
Civic pride demands 
that the city shall be comprised of 
smart appearing homes. 
The liveli­ 
ness and progressiveness of the com­ 
munity from the outsiders' viewpoint 
depends largely on appearance. 
Not only this but the desirability of 
living in a certain section of a town 
is based largely on the appearance of 
the homes in that vicinity. 
The bet­ 
ter part of town is usually that part 
which can boast of the newer resi­ 
dences. 
The desirability of a house is in a 
large degree a measure of its value. 
This desirability depends not only on 
its external appearance but also on 
the arrangement of the interior, the 
method of heating, the type of plumb­ 
ing, the style of electrical fixtures, the 
choice of painting and decorating. 
If 
the home is up-to-date in these re­ 
spects, it carries a higher value. 
If it 
is not modern, no m atter how strong 
and substantially built, no matter how 
sturdy its construction, its intrinsic 
value is low. 
The home owner with 
a modern appearing 
residence 
can 
command a decidedly 
higher 
price 
than his neighbor next door whose 
home is old in design and layout. 
And he can sell this modern resi­ 
dence in a slow market for these rea­ 
sons. 
Property value depends largely on 
the type of homes in the locality. The 
modernization of a residence will add 
value, not only to the house, itself, 
but also to property near it. 
This 
movement extended to a neighorhood 
will increase property value by ten 
or twenty per cent. 
Modernizing a residence is a 
good ( 
business proposition. It lifts the house j 
from the undesirables into the desir-' 
able classification. 
Old and undesir- J 
able property is good only for a first! 
mortgage loan of less than 25 per cent 
its value. 
On the other hand the same prop­ 
erty modernized becomes good for a 
first mortgage loan of 50 per cent of 
its value. 
The appraiser of the house judges 


largely by its appearance. 
He estim ­ 
ates its value not from the soundness 
of its tim bers or the value of good 
w orkm anship th at was put into it by 
the early building contractor, but by 
the outside lines, the floors, the plum b­ 
ing, the lighting fixtures and other 
visible evidences of 
up-to-date 
con 
struction. Such an estim ate m ay seem 
superficial but it is based largely on 
the proposition of a quick sale. 
The 
appraiser is basing his figures on the 
reaction of a possible purchaser. 
He 
knows that the average purchaser of 
a home will buy sooner if 
the 
resi­ 
dence has the elements of m oderniza­ 
tion. 
Hence the desirability of investing 
dollars and cents on a m odernizating 
program has a fundam ental element 
of gain. 
The owner not only enjoys 
greater com forts and beauty but he 
also secures a greater value in his 
home for the money invested. 
Modernization Brings New Comforts

The woman, on the

The illustration to the left shows a 
home that for sheer beauty of lines 
can seldom be surpassed. It is a home 
that any man or woman 
would 
be 
proud to own. 
It shows taste, refine­ 
m ent and an artistic appreciation of 
the value of sim ple lines. 
Once an Eye-Sore 
Yet this residence grew from the 
drab, dejected, lifeless husk of a house 
shown below. 
Before the m agic of 
modernization touched it, the 
house 
was one to be avoided. 
It was an 
eye-sore of the neighborhood, a shack 
rather than a dwelling. A person with 
any pretentions to social respect would 
shun living in such a place. 
Notice how cleverly the builder has 
applied his art to the old shell. These 
before and after pictures show how 
simple it was to transform the ugly 
duck house into the beautiful swan 
home. 
The wooden shingles of

were replaced by 
asbestos 
shingles

Two dormer windows side

ruled out. 
Boxing lore is crammed with 
odoriferous trickery and also much 
more or less 
legitimate “smart 
stu ff.” 
In

Walter Hagen, 
that be possible. 
And how that oil pours over his 
face, neck, shoulders, arms and 
chest soon after he warms to ac­

The rules prohibit oiling 
but— once Kid Chocolate starts to 
shed his sheiky varnish, he’s as 
easy to MI squarely a* greased 


'lightning. 
Wonder who’ll be the 
first to make him shave (or dry) 
his head! 
Of course, rumor and legend 
undoubtedly 
exaggerated 
ring 
trickery. 
Fits was always deny­ 
ing that his bandages were ever 
lined with plaster of paris; and, to 
this day, Dempsey has to repudiate 
the story that lead foil wrapping 
helped him cut Jess Willard down 
in jig time. 
Football, too, is full of “Micky 
Finn” stratagems, the most famous 
of all involving the Carlisle Indian 
who cantered through a Harvard 
team for a touchdown with the 
ball tucked under his sweater. And 
then there are the grid’s “queer” 
ball incidents. Surely it would take 
a corp* of coroners and surgeons 
to dissect the darker legends of 
gridiron trickeries. 
Though 
rumor 
and 
legend 
grossly exaggerate, a brief list of 
sports’ authentic trickeries would 
fill a tome or two.
